Aftor a year's sileuco tho Nihilists have 
reissued their chxiidcstiue paper and in 
its columns there is much that throws light 
on tho niorements of that mysterioas body 

since tho murder of Col. Snudailcin. A 
leading article bears tho duto of January 
last, and another ia aignod in the mouth 
of March; but tho last few pagoa give 
quite recent information, notably about 
the last trial of Nihilists, and tho paper as 
a whole is dated October 12. These irregu- 
larities are explained by the executive 
committee of tho revolutioniiry party. 
There is no attempt to deny that the 
party had sutlerecl great losses. Type 
and printing machines had fallen into tlie 
bauds of the police, and some of tho chief 
men were imprisoned. Theao disaatora 
■wore duo more esitucially to tlie denun- 
ciatiou.s of Ue^aiulf, tlie assassin of Col. 
Soudaikin. How, however, tho losses 
have been repiiired, and tho party, for a 
time aliaken to its very foundalions, is 
thoroughly reorganized. It organ Tlie 
Will of the People reappears, and the ex- 
ecutive committee relates that Degaiofl' 
had formerly accjuired a soinowluit ele- 
vated position in tho ranks of the 
party. When arrested lie, however, lost 
heart and turned informer, thus ulti- 
mately becoming Coloiiul Soudaikin'a 
principal police agent. Dogaietf revealed 
nearly all that he kiiotv; but in time 
found that the governmont was not suf- 
ficiently grateful to Iiini. lie was also 
perhaps actuated by a sontiinont of re- 
morse; in any case ho returned to tho 
revolutionists and placed his life in their 
hands. Tried by tho executive commit 
tee, they spared his life on condition that 
he should never again join in any politi- 
cal movement of whatever description, 
and that he slinuld kill Culonol Soudaikin 
with his own liiuuls. 'I'his order having 
boon faithfully oxeeutod, tho committoe 
iaauod on tho !)th of iSliuch a proclama- 
tion condemning to death any one who 
should denounce Dugaielf, and expUining 
that his life belonged exclusively to the 
oxeculivu Oiminiittcc, and one fllao 

should bo allinvL'i! to t"uch hini. With 
Soudaikin killed and Di!f,'iUitr rendonid 
harmless, the committee was able to re- 
constitute the party; and, after (Jierconi- 
ing immonso diflicultics, ia once more, iic 
cordinir to its own Htateinenl, in a favour 
able positinn. In anotlier article the 
Narodnaia \'(j|ia gives a suminary of the 
principal events that liavo (jccurred in 
Russia during llio la.st 12 niinitlis. Thin 
chronicle comprises some interesting de 
tails concerning the greiit development i)f 
agrarian crime at Ufa and in the south of 
llusaia. These facts have, for the most 
part, been uuiicoaled by the govornnieni, 
and the I'ress has not dared to allude to 
them. Then we have a prochimatiiui of a 
revolutionary group which wished to 
separate itself from the party of 
the "Will of the People," but 
Mrhicb has now returned to the parent or- 
ganization. A further proof of strength is 
given in the nct«f federation between "The 
Proletariat," tlic sociahst and revolutionaiy 
party of I'olitiul, and thr Jlussiaii nihilists, 
or "Will of thn INuiplu" party. Accurdiiii,' 
to this ugi-cniic'nt, tlu' Tnlus, wliilf n.'tiun- 
iug a largu iiit'iisui'i,' uf Inral iiutonoiiiy, 
accept tliH diiLction uf the Kussian execu- 
tive oouiiiiittLe ill niiitlurs rulaliiig to gen- 
eral politics. Among llio othor siilijects 
treated, wt timl an obituary noticti of Ne- 
onstrnieir, jn-ofessor of the gymna.sium, who 
iras sbot-at Irkutsk, for striking the gover- 
nor-general of the i)roviuco, Avoutchino. 
This notice contains a letter written by Nc- 
oustraiefl' to Ills friends u few hours before 
his execution, which ullcrs considerable in- 
terest from a iisvi'linlugieal point .of view. 
Tho last pages (if the i,iip,,r are Idled with 
a long list of arrests made; and ii panigniph 
xoeutious incidentally that .M. 1'. Jjivrotr 
doeH not now and never did belong to the 
executive committee, though assertions lo 
the contrary have been made by a uuniher 
oi foreign and English papers. On the 
other hand, M. P. Lavroif is recognized as 
one of the editors of tho review imblisln d 
by the nihilists at Geneva as their foreign 
organ,* and his amicable relations with the 
party ore warmly acknowledged. 

TBE MOTTLED COLONY CON- 
CLUDES TO SZilY OUT. 

The proposition for the annexation of 
Jamaica to Canada has fallen through in 
a rather unexpected manner. Among 
the dispatches received yesterday we read 
that on tho 27fh October, in tho Jamaica 
legialativo cnuncil, Mr. Sidmnon miived 
the following re-snliition "Thai in the 
opinion of this council it will bo for the 
general interest ^,l thi.i island that steps 
should bo taken for negotiating and con- 
cluding arrangements for the political and 
commercial confederation with tho Domin- 
ion of Canada." 

Mr. Palache seconded the mution, not 
bocau.so ho endor-ied tlio Bontinieiit ex- 
pressed by the hon. gentleman or con- 
curred in the resolution, but because he 
thought the matter of such importance 
that it should be brought before the coun- 
cil for discUH.si in . 

Mala- 
bre, and (ieorgc Heiider.son having spoken 
against the resolution, it was put to tho 
council, and his excellency declared it 
lost.

■with blobs or blisti'iH, wbit-h iiichulL' tlio 
entire tliickauss of Uir sliin. ThfSi! iiru 
llUcd with a liiiuid ^^■hi^•ll may be clear, 
but is generally ndilish from admi.xtviru 
■with blood. Tliey are of the si/.e of a nut 
or larger, and usually locale d upi)n ibe e.'v- 
tremitie.s. Tlu" lliiid i.-, absorbed, leaving 
after them (leiutwcd .sears, wbieli are ai- 
rways uuu'stlietic. The nervo cords of the 
extremities are usually thickened, enlarged 
and mostly insensitive to pressiu'e. The 
skin becomes dr}' and harsh, the hair falls, 
the muscles waste, the skin of the fiiee is 
stretched tightly, causing the hps and the 
eyelids to st'pnrtile, and a constant How of 
tuurs uud saliva still furtlier anno}' the vic- 
tim. The hands bucome distorted by con- 
traction of the muscles which bend tho 
flngors; the niiils are Irregular iu their 
growth, and Ihiidly ulcers ujipear as 
in the tubercular variety. These 
ore of all sizes, shapes and depth.s. They 
are often entirely ana'stbetii:. They 
cause the joints of the liimi'rs and toes to 
drop oil l)ieceine:il, producing \arioiis de- 
grees of nuitilntioii. The idcers fre- 
quent]}' involve the eyes anil nose, so that 
sight and the si iise of smell are destroyed. 
Deafness results from the dee[ier-seated 
Jklfoctious of the nerve (d' hearing, which 
undergo the same degenerative changes

Thus, a leper was 
choked to deatli a few years ago in San 
FruDciaco, while eating, tho process of 
swaUowtng having been interfered with 
hy the leprous ulcerations in the throat.

From 
eighteen to Iweiify years is not nn im- 
commou period for a leper of this variety 
to suilc before he dies.
